Washington, Jan. 17. — The 
tangled skein of frenzied finance 
in the installment buying and 
selling of automobiles is disclosed 
in a decision of the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
Fifth District, as reported to the 
Department of Justice. 

Because no monthly check-up of 
transactions was made, the Gen- 


eral Finance Company was denied | 
its claims for insurance against the | 


Penn-National Hardward Mutual. 
a@ corporation of Huntingdon, Pa., 
as a result of the bankruptcy of 
the Cooke Motor Company of El 
Paso, Tex. 

The finance company took out 
insurance to protect it against loss 
from the acceptance of obligations 
of dealers and purchasers by rea- 
son of fictitious sales. The insur- 
ance policy provided that.the in- 
sured make a regular monthly 
checking of the obligations. 

The American Surety Company, 
in the original action, was joined 
as defendant by reason of its hav- 
ing become surety on the policy to 
the extent of $10,000. The finance 
company’s claim was based upon 
its acceptance of 93 retail obliga- 
tions, represehting mortgages upon 
that number of automobiles 
porting to have been sold by the 
Cooke company to individual pur- 
chasers, and upon seven 
sale obligations; that is, mortgages 
by the Cooke company upon cars 
purporting to have been purchased 
by the factory. 

It was shown that the retail ob- 


ligations aggregated upward of 
$105,000 and the wholesale. obli- 
gations $7,916, but both obliga-/} 
tions included 15 per cent., or 


about $16,000, which the- finance 
company expected to make.

pany; so that all such obligations 
were fraudulent and fictitious and 


did not represent any automobile 
that had ever been in its possess-| 
sion.” 

The finance company claimed it 
had no knowledge of the fraud- 
ulent character of the obligations 
issued by the Cooke company On 
the other hand, counsel for the 


company contended that 
at the time the policy became ef- 


fective, the finance company had 
in its possession obligations of the 
Cooke company aggregating $52,- 
000, and other worthless paper, 
bringing the total up to nearly 
$100,000. 


More than forty of the supposed 
purchasers of the ninety-three re- 
tail obligations involved in the suit 
Were represented as living in El 
Paso, where both the Genera! 
Finance Company and the Cooke 
company had their places of busi- 
ness. 

Some payments were made by 
the Cooke company, which, in some 
unexplained manner, received some 
of the notices mailed to the sup- 
posed purchasers. The only. effort 
made by the finance company to 
make a checking of the wholesale 
obligations was to write a letter 
on the first of each month, stating 
simply the amount of such obliga- 
tions. However, the evidence show- 
ed that no investigation of the court 
house records was made. 

The court ruled that while the 
policy did not make it compulsory 
for the finance company to make 
any investigation, ‘“‘we are of the 
opinion that had it made the slight- 
est investigation it could not have 
failed to discover the fraud of the 
Cooke Motor Company.” 

Consequently, the Appeals Court 
reversed the judgment of the Dis- 
trict Court for the Western District 
company from all payments under 
of Texas, releasing the insurance 
the policy.

Albany, N. J., Jan. 17.—Rec- 
ommendation that the control of 
motor bus and motor track opcr- 
ation be kept out of the hands of

regulation be left to the various 


states in the matter of motor bus 
and motor truck operations the 
subject of pending investigation by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion on interstate bus operation.” 

Referring to its projected survey 
of the New York situation, 
the commission says that “during 
the last year the question of auto- 
mobile bus regulations and their 
adequacy often has been before the

commission, based on complaints 
against service and equipment. In- 
vestigations have been made in 
some cases, but the commission 
found it difficult to secure im- 
provements, since many operators 


are trying to give service with old 
and worn-out equipment,” the re- 
port states, ‘and frequently are not 
in financial position to obtain new 
buses and proper repairs to 
old ones.” 

The commission’s survey is ex- 
pected,to result in recommendation

HEN Massachusetts placed its compulsory liability 
insurance law on its statute books the Automotive Daily 
News predicted that the experiment would be watched by 
many other states with an eye to similar enactments if the 
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Bay State law appeared to be at all successful. As a matter |

see how the Massachusetts law works out. Last week there 
was introduced in the Legislature of North Carolina a bill 
that would make it compulsory to carry $800 worth of liabil- 
ity insurance before any owner could operate a motor vehicle 
in the state. 

It is regrettable that states seem anxious to jump into 
this type of legislation before they have a chance to see how 
it is going to work out. There is no indication yet that the

all along that the Massachusetts experiment was a good 
thing in order to shed the light of actual experience on this 
question, which has been cropping up for years and has 
been offered as the cure-all for accident troubles. It never 
can be that, but it is a good thing to have the law tried out 
to see exactly what it can do. 
other states jumping in without waiting to see what hap- 
pens in Massachusetts. 

And while we are on the subject, it will be helpful to 
quote again the arguments advanced by President Henry of 
the American Automobile Association against the idea and 
principle of compulsory insurance :— 

1. Suchlegislation is in no sense a safety measure, 
as there is no relation between prevention of accidents 
and compensation for accidents. 

2. All the evidence points.to the probability that 
compulsory insurance would breed recklessness rather 
than promote greater care. 

3. It would subject the car owners of America in 
the mass to a burden of $300,000,000 in compulsory 
premiums. in order to provide protection against a com- 
paratively few motorists who are financially irrespon- 
sible. 

4. It would tend to increase insurance rates be- 
cause it would do away with the principle of selective 
risks. 

5. It would inevitably degenerate into state insur- 
ance and be an entering wedge for state control of every 
other business. 

By waiting for the outcome of the Massachusetts experi- 
ment we shall have light on a number of these contentions. 
The attitude of other states should be one of watchful wait- 
ing, not premature action.
